Glad to get your card and to learn that, hy and large, you are all well. You 
mention «ary s high blood pressure. For other reasons I have to take a rather high 
dosage of one of the medicines prescribed for it and I've just made a discovery I 
pass on m the event she takes lasix. It may be the same with other diuretics.” Much 
fluid accumulates in my left leg and thigh and all of a suflden the medications seemed 
not to oe working as well in the rooming, (i take 160 mg, 80 first thing, 40 twice 
later . ) I finally came to believe that this might be because I was sleeping a little 
later and was talcing the lasix just before breakfast. So, I started ta king it earlier 
when that was possible and the difference is dramatic. It is also if I take it about 
an hour before the other two meals. So, I suppose that this is becaui. it works 
better in the absnsce of food in the stomach. 

v-'e think of you often, particularly because whenever we look up, there is the 
aloe. Which also is doing rather well. 

When you mention fhila and the name Einhorn I’m interested. Can you tell me 
any more about Ira, perhaps his parentage? I used to know some Einhoms in Phila. 
when i was. a boy. I recall that one was Gilbert and the last time I saw him he had 
a sort of import grocery in a J ewish neighborhood very close to where the city 
administration burned up a couple of blocks to get rid of some crazies. Gilbert, as 
x recall, had a mustache. 1 think he also had a brother and one of them lived near 
where x was born, which is about three blocks south of old Connie iu ack Stadium, then 
mown as °hibe Fork. The Einhoms may have been related to a guy who got to be big 
in l -he ^ mafia in. Phila. I have no recollection of the Einhorn children at all but I’m 
sure I'd recognise Gilbert’s picture. Strange iory, Ira' 3 , that the Cl A did his girl 
friend in. How did he explain tliat? Is the bail he jumped on the murder charge?
